Churches Behind Iron Curtain Carrying On Persistent, Often Subtle Struggle

Amid the shifting of powers in 
the Communist orbit, churches to­ 
day are carrying on a persistent 
and often subtle struggle for the 
preservation of the faith. 


In general, 
the

changed greatly from the time 
when churches w ere oppressed 
outright, and the pattern both for 
the churches and the government 
has taken on m ore artful — but 
perhaps no less fateful—forms 


The process is intim ately known 
to the Rev. Dr. Carl E 
Lund- 
Quist. an international church dip­ 
lomat. The Kansas-born church­ 
man is one of the most closely 
informed W esterners on the sta­ 
tus of the churches behind the 
Iron Curtain 
“The tactic originally was to de­ 
stroy the church openly and by 
d i r e c t suppression," he said.

and m aterialists and thus let the 
church die without roots."

31. who 
made a short-lived escape on 
July I from the county jail was 
sentenced to three years in the 
Maryland 
Penitentiary 
on 
the 
charge at a hearing Wednesday 
in Allegany County Circuit Court 
before Associate Judge Morgan 
C. Harris. 
The 
sentence, 
Judge 
Harris 
specified was to be served con­ 
secutively with a five-year term 
which had been imposed for con­ 
viction of statutory rape of a 13- 
year-old 
girl 
last 
November. 
Christman was to have been tak­ 
en to the penitentiary on the day 
he made his break for freedom. 


Prior to sentencing. Judge Har­ 
ris informed Christman that he 
believed the prisoner had obtain­ 
ed a saw from someone in order 
to make his jail break. He asked 
Christman “ How did you get it 
and who brought it in?” 
Christman replied that the bars 
on a window through which he 
and three others made their es­ 
cape had already been sawed 
through. On further questioning. 
he informed the jurist that the 
only person who had brought a 
saw into the jail quarters was a 
plumber who was there for re­ 
pair work. 
Judge Harris said “ I do not be­ 


lieve you,” and after pointing out 
Christman’s long criminal record

From the man who watches over the health 
of U. S. Congressmen tomes the advice that one 
of the best methods of maintaining good physi­ 
cal health his patients can adopt is to make 
occasional trips back home for indulgence in 
good old fashioned county fair speech making 
and cake eating. 
“Its an interesting thing that the men who 
leave Washington to conduct a campaign come 
back in better physical shape. They achieve a 
better metabolic balance than in the .sedentary__ 
life in Washington,” says Dr. George Calver, 
attending Capitol physician. 
As a heart specialist and newly elected 
president of the American College ot Cardiology, 
Dr. Calver s primary concern is the prevention 
of cardiac troubles among the lawmakers. After 
perlorming his duties as “attending physician’* 
to Congress for 29 years. Dr. Calver is familiar 
with the pitfalls which await the unsuspecting 
Congressman in Washington. 
Among the factors adversely affecting the 
lawmaker s heart, Dr. Calver lists Washington 
hostesses, filibusters and constituents. He blames 
Hie hostesses for continually trying to outdo one 
another in filling Congressmen's stomachs with 
fattening foods, the filibuster tor its strain on 
the heart, and the constituents for feeding their 
government representatives heavy dinners night 
alter night. 
Because of his insistence upon dietary con­ 
trols among his patients to reduce heart strain, 
Dr. Calver has earned the title of “the stream­ 
liner.” Explaining his concern over weight con­ 
trol. the physician says it is merely a matter of 
physics. “I teach them all my equation-—food- 
fuel value must equal energy-work output,” he 
says.

Unexpended Balances 


When it comes to spending other people s money, 
everybody is generous. Congress is usually particularly 
generou s because the citizens want so much, seldom 
realizing that it is their own money that is being spent, 
b They, the citizens, all complain about bish taxes hut 
they would like their special little items added to the 
budget, failing to recognize that huge totals grow trom 
the accumulation of little items. 


So we come again this year, as we have bern 
forced lo every year at about Ibis time, to ask 
questions about unexpended surpluses. This is an 
amount 
of 
money 
previously 
appropriated 
but 
which was nut used. and which many departments 
have 
learned 
low 
to 
manipulate 
so 
that 
the 
amounts remain on hand. Nevertheless, the citizen 
Is taxed as though the departments were operating 
at a deficit. E very unexpended balance should he 
accounted for and should go back into the liea su ry 
and the citizen should be treed from the need for 
providing that amount of money. 


It is estim ated that at the present tim e more than 
$6 ,000,000,000 of unexpended surpluses is available, lf 
this 
amount 
were 
deducted 
from the 
Eisenhower 
Budget, that ungainly document could be brought 
down to about $(>6,000,000,000 which is high enough. The 
economy bloc ni the Congress says that it can save 
between $1 and $2 billion without at all jeopardizing 
m oral obligation and Defense necessities. So. let s say 
$1,000,000,000 
That would bring the budget down to 
$60. (KIO. OOO. OOO. 
The Hoover Commission has shown savings of 
between $4 and $6 billion. These savings can be effec­ 
tive. they claim, by introducing adm inistrative im ­ 
provem ents and efficiencies 
VS ell. let us say $4,000,* 
poo,OOO. 
So that would bring the budget down to 
$61,000,000 (KHI. 
Even that is high and contains a lot of ex trav a­ 
gances. such as I heard about the other day, when a 
m an wrote me that when it comes to mechanical soap 
dispensers in rest room s, the government buys the 
fanciest 
and 
most 
expensive kind. 
although 
most 
grades are the sam e, their function being to pour soap 
powder into som ebody's hands who wants to wash 
them . Why he needs to wash them out of a fancy dis­ 
penser, I do not know, except that whoever buys the 
stuff wants to give the citizen the best, as long as the 
citizen pays for it. 
Money is a very precious commodity to possess. It 
buys food, pays the rent and provides baby with shoes. 
It also pays tor automobiles and television machines 
but not for the stuff that appears on television because 
that comes for free, being on the whole generally not 
w orth much more. 
However, recently I have seen 
som e fairly ancient movies on television, which arc 
very good and which I would pay to see. but not for 
the comm ercials which are an abomination. 
So to get back to the subject of money, it is 
preferable to be able to keep w hatever money one 
earn s and I, personally, regard the current high taxes 
as larceny and will never vote tor any Representative 
or Senator who does not favor cutting the budget as 
a m atter of general principles and act thereupon. 
Personally I do not c are whether the cuts are scien­ 
tific or ad lib. so long as taxes are reduced and some 
additional money at the end of each y ear rem ains in 
m y pocket tor me to spend or to save, depending upon 
m y personal inclination 
It is about tim e for the 
exorbitant taxes which the American people pay, to 
be reduced. 


I am walling to wager that most citizens feel 
the same way, except those who receive cheeks 
from the government for no good reason and who 
calculate at the end of the year that they are get­ 
ting a free ride at the expense of the rest of us. 
Also the lawyers and accountants who make a 
living fixing up other people's tax returns would 
have to go hack to a slower pace of lite if it were 
ever possible for the citizen to write out his own 
Income tax statement without fear of going to jail 
for charging an item too many to an expense 
account or for overpaying which looks fishy and 
starts a 
long 
train 
of investigations 
that 
are 
costly in time, effort, and expenditures of money. 


E rgo, cut the budget and solve these problems 
which ought not to interfere with the citizens.
